\hr, lAfSFRGS took to the woods and hid until the Soviets had been expelled i

5* IA>SrHGS vlaited Sveden in connection with hia peaition in 
the Xatvion Info rent ion Bureau, funds of the nevapeper "latvja" vera 
at hia dlspoaal* upon LAIUTPCS* rotirn to Gensonyf it vas diecovered 
that Bo;eh of the aoney could not be accounted for and that the neva-

to take latvian econonlot, Alexander AnoTlKS, director end editor of 
the nevapaper to prevent ban^.ruptey of the paper. The explanation 
offered for the nee the oonoy waa put to in Sweden^ vaa that *a trav- 
•ling editor haa aany dutira and rcei nalbllitiea in the anl^rtainBrnt 
line* and mda it appear that bo had spent the Mnoy in this Banner. 
Subject had also published propaganda parphlcta which had reduced the 
vorking capital of tho neva^per b:* a considerable arount. This vaa 
done vithoot the approval of the tatvlen Central CoBasittre and haa 
eauaad anbjtct to stand in disfa\'or with oaiy of the Latvians.
